T h e pressing need of the lim e in W ashington, as in 


m any hither A m erican cities, large and small, is more 


housing room. 
People haven't room to live. 
Homes to 


buy and homes to rent are practically’ unobtainable at any 


price. 


Th ere are some of the sm aller cities reporting the 


ability'’ to house more people than are numbered am ong 


the population, hut they are the few exceptions. 


Th e home problem in the cities is a grave one. T h ou s­ 


ands of people, in A m erican cities, are actu ally suffering 
for a place to live. 
T hus far. speaking generally, there has 
been no m arked let-up in the dem and for homes and no 
increase in construction such as promises to alleviate the 
s u fifer ing. 
There has not been, 
either, 
any 
substantial 
plan 
adopted to construct more adequate housing facilities. 
In 
spite of the advice of governm ent statisticians, m aterial 
men and contractors, individuals have been backward in 
beginning the w ork of house building. 
Here in W ash in g to n there are in circulation some 
very’ strong rum ors that business and financial men are 
contem plating the organization of a company’ to begin the 
w ork of house building. 
A com pany organized for the purpose of erecting and 
selling and renting homes should he a profitable and safe 
venture for the share holders, reducing the necessary in ­ 
vestm ent, of each individual, and at the same time supply­ 
ing a public need. 
Th e local men realize that the home problem confront­ 
ing this city is of such tremendous proportions that in d i­ 
vidual effort cannot solve it. 
It w ill require a com bina­ 
tion of capital and effort to complete the w o rk to meet the 
need. 
So far there are only’ rumors, hut conditions and needs 
are so m anifest that they, w ith the known progressive 
spirit of local business men, lend credence to reports.
